Immediately,  however,  word  was 
flashed  back  to  air  headquarters  and 
several  hours  passed  while  the  Ger- 
mans were  allowed  to  mass  for  the 
attack. 

Then  suddenly,  at  the  crucial  mo- 
ment. R A F rocket  firing  Typhoons 
streaked  across  the  sky  and  spread 
havoc  among  German  troops  and 
tanks  alike. 

At  the  same  time  a great  artillery 
concentration  of  hundreds  of  guns 
behind  the  Canadian  front  opened 
up  adding  to_the  enemy's  ronfiislon 

Five  Nazi  tanks  were  destroyed, 
eight  were  damaged  and  unknown 
numbers  of  enemy  mfatVry  killed  or 
wounded. 

In  less  than  an  hour  the  entire 
German  concent  ration  was  cut  to 
ribbons  and  dispersed  The  enemy 
fled  In  confusion  and  never  attempt- 
ed  to  'get  off  ' from  the  starting 
mark  under  the  terrible  punishment 
meted  out  bw  the  rockets.

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A Fighting  Part 

Australia  has  taken  a fighting  part  in  this 
war  since  the  day  hostilities  opened.  Her 
men  achieved  fame  at  Tobruk  and  in  the 
Libyan  desert.  I hey  were  a fighting  part  of 
the  great  campaigns  foughr  out  over  Egypt, 
and  which  the  United  Nations  won.  L ater, 
when  Australia  was  directly  menaced.  Aus- 
tralians manned  the  guns  of  their  homeland; 
foughr  three  quarters  of  the  way  along  the 
length  and  breadth  of  New  Guinea,  and  won 
in  that  campaign  too.  By  sea.  air  and  land 
elsewhere.  Australia  has  been  well  repre- 
sented. and  her  men  have  given  a fighting 
account  of  thrmsclvcs  for  close  upon  five 
years  now'. 

l or  a nation  considerably  smaller  in  pop-  I 
ularion  and  wealth  than  Canada,  Australia's 
response  in  the  war  has  been  outstanding 
Total  enlistments  of  801.000.  and  casualties 
of  81.260  to  the  Spring  of  this  year  tell  the 
.story  graphically.  Everywhere  Australians  i 
have  gone  they  have  given  an  excellent 
account  of  themselves  Australia  did  not 
stop  at  men.  but  made  the  bulk  of  her  own  . 
war  materials,  planes,  clothing,  equipment 
and  supplies  as  well. 

Her  men  have  seen  much  hard  fighting 
since  the  war  began.  Casualties  in  the  Aus- 
tralian Army  include  0.318  killed.  3.466 
missing.  30.638  wounded,  and  26.052 
prisoners  of  war  In  the  Australian  Navy 
the  casualties  include  1. 201  killed,  532  miss- 
ing. 230  wounded,  and  333  prisoners  of  war. 
The  R A A F.  has  reported  4.670  killed. 
1.845  missing.  2.175  wounded,  and  7 7 1 
prisoners  of  war.  With  total  casualties  of 
81.260.  the  three  armed  services  of  our  sister 
.Dominion  have  seen  action  on  almost  every 
front  in  the  war.  Not  by  way  of  com- 
parison. but  to  mark  that  outstanding  per- 
formance for  its  own  sake  Canada  should 
send  its  warmest  congratulations  to  Canberra, 
if  that  has  not  already  been  done 

German  Propaganda 

In  a closed  land,  where  everything  said 
must  first  be  sponsored,  what  the  German 
propaganda  machine  is  telling  the  German 
peoples  is  particularly  revealing  just  now. 
Doktor  Goebbels  in  a recent  address  promised 
the  Germans  more  “secret " weapons,  fresh 
divisions  for  the  war  fronts  increased  war 
production  in  the  Reich,  and  victory  after 
the  present  difficulties  arc  over.”  I hat  could 
be  called  a mouth  filling  set  of  promises.  Can 
Germany  deliver? 

Germany's  “secret  * weapons,  always  spec- 
tacular. have  fizzled  50  far  in  the  war.  Tor- 
pedoes that  hunted  shipping,  rocket  bombs 
'to  be  fired  at  random,  magnetic  sea  mines, 
and  now  the  flying  bomb,  have  each  had  a 
fairly  good  innings,  bur  their  results  must  be 
disappointing  to  the  Reich.  Otherwise 
Doktor  Goebbels  would  not  require  to  be  so 
lavish  with  his  fresh  promises.  Germany  is 
still  said  to  be  playing  with  a giant  rocket 
bomb,  one  that  would  carry  20  tons  of  ex- 
plosives. but  that  is  a deal  of  explosives  to  be 
fired  at  random  Even  if  the  attempt  is  made 
it  is  not  likely  to  succeed,  or  to  change  the 
fortunes  of  war. 

Germany’s  chances  of  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  her  effective  divisions  at  the  front  can 
be  much  more  closely  weighed.  As  retreat 
shortens  the  German  lines,  some  additional 
reserves  will  become  available  ro  the  enemy. 
Also,  some  young  men  in  the  Reich  are  com- 
ing of  military  age  and  w ill  be  pressed  into 
new  regiments.  With  it  all  however.  Ger- 
many has  already  lost  the  cream  o(  her 
fighting  forces,  and  there  will  be  no  possible 
form  of  replacement  for  this.  I hey  werr 
worn  down  in  fou/  years  of  attacking  I lie 
Reich  may  indeed  create  many  new  divisions 
upon  paper,  but  that  svill  not  be  of  much 
service  to  her  in  the  war. 

Even  Doktor  Goebbels  must  have  known 
he  was  stretching  the  facts  when  he  promised 
the  German  people  increased  war  production 
on  the  home  front.  With  Germany  bom- 
barded nightly  from  West.  Fast  and  South; 
her  w ar  factories  visited  nightly  with  an  rver- 
increasing  weight  of  bombs:  her  rails,  canals 
and  roads  under  harrassing  fire;  and  her  man- 
power stretched  to  its  last  possible  limit,  her 
war  production  must  drop  and  cannot  increase 
in  any  important  particular.  Irr  oil  planes 
and  plane  parts,  locomotives  and  rail  trucks, 
coastal  ship  tonnage  and  the  like.  Germany 
is  far  over  her  peak  now.  Whistling  in  the 
wind  will  not  cure  that 

It  is.  however,  interesting  that  the  German 
propaganda  machine  should  find  it  nrcessaiv 
to  make  such  an  imposing  array  of  promises 
to  its  homeland.  The  words,  in  effect,  were 
* more  guns,  less  butter.  ’ German  realists, 
and  ther^  may  be  a few  left,  will  ask  them 
selves  where  the  more  guns  are  to  come  from  \ 

If  Doktor  Goebbels  knew  lie  would  not  bi 
talking  such  nonsense.  He  would  be  keeping 
that  as  another  ‘ secret  w'eapon  for  the 
Reich!  Still  a propagandist  must  sav  some- 
thing. although  the  Berlin  version  is  grow.ng 
more  than  a little  ragged  and  thin 

This  war  will  not  be  won  by  secret 
weapons.  It  will  be  won  by  open  ones  in 
the  hands  of  grimly  determined  men.  and 
they  have  ringed  Germaov  now  upon  three 
of  its  four  sides 
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Feeling  the  Pinch 

Several  times  in  the  last  few  weeks  Ger- 
man Army  sources  have  referred  to  new 
tactics  adopted  by  the  Allies  in  Normandy. 
It  is  seldom  that  they  have  come  straight  out 
with  it.  but  usually  there  is  a passing  refer- 
ence or  two  to  the  air  power  being  applied 
by  British  and  Allied  planes.  It  is  a com- 
paratively new  experience  for  the  German 
Army  in  this  war  to  be  without  air  cover,  and 


to  be  the  prey  instead  <o  an  aggressive  and 
continuing  attack  from  the  sky.  Allied  air 
leaders  have  for  long  said  that  that  day  was 
coming,  and  it  would  appear  to  be  at  hand. 

Since  the  first  landings  in  Normandy  some 
five  weeks  ago.  the  Allies  have  played  in 
extremely  hard  luck  in  regard  to  the  weather. 
It  is  only  within  the  last  week  that  there  has 
been  any  mending  in  the  adverse  weather 
conditions  which  hampered  both  sides,  but 
our  side  the  more  because  we  were  on  the 
attack.  In  spite  of  bad  weather.  Allied  air 
fleets  have  broken  up  concentration  afrer  con- 
centration of  German  troops  and  German 
armor;  have  cut  rail  and  road  lines  and  dis- 
rupted enemy  supplies;  have  reduced  active 
field  posts  of  the  enemy  by  direct  bombard- 
ment; and  have  played  so  many  roles  in  sup- 
port of  the  ground  forces  that  this  effort  has 
mainly  determined  the  course  of  the  action 
itself  The  Germans  are  feeling  the  pinch 

Bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  German 
Army  started  this  war  on  the  assumption 
that  the  Luftwaffe  w'ould  be  at  its  right  hand 
on  all  occasions,  there  is  a grim  irony  in  the 
present  situation  in  which  the  enemy  finds 
himself.  He  is  being  blitzed  on  occasion,  and 
can  do  little  or  nothing  about  it.  If  the  fine 
weather  holds,  the  Allies  will  be  able  to  make 
full  use  of  their  air  arm;  and  that,  in  con- 
junction with  Allied  armor  and  effective 
artillery  and  infantry  forces,  should  tel!  a 
very  different  story  in  France  in  the  five  weeks 
that  arc  to  come.  At  present,  the  Germans 
are  throwing  in  counter  after  counter  to  stop 
that  advance,  but  so  far  they  have  avoided 
any  decisive  engagement  with  risk  to  their 
main  body  or  reserves 

Service  Invalids 

It  will  be  with  sincere  pleasure  that  most 
people  in  thu  community  will  learn  of  the 
opening  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force 
convalescent  home  at  the  Royal  Col  wood 
Golf  Club  No  more  ideal  setting  could  be 
imagined  for  what  has  been  proposed  and 
is  now  being  put  into  operation.

As  the  institution  becomes,  better  known, 
and  convalescents  there  proceed  to  stages 
where  they  are  free  to  seek  outside  diversion, 
this  community  must  organize  recreational 
and  entertainment  facilities  to  meet  the  new 
need.  Happily,  that  can  be  easily  done  No, 
difficulty  should  be  experienced  in  placing 
the  convalescents  in  touch  with  Greater 
Victoria  homes  which  would  be  honored  to 
do  their  part. 

The  operation  of  the  service  institution 
should  give  us  a valuable  idea  If  Vancouver 
Island  is  considered  a health  spa  for  those  in 
need  of  therapeutic  and  other  treatments — 
and  that  thought  hag  been  growing  for  some 
years  novfr — Vancouver  Island  should  keep 
an  eye  on  all  such  facilities  and  develop  them. 
The  association  of  mountains  laker,  rivers, 
plains,  plateaus  and  forests— all  within  short 
distances  of  one  another — is  a combination 
that  has  practical  as  well  as  scenic  charms. 
It  is  another  gift  from  an  all-wise  mother, 
Nature,  and  perhaps  one  of  the  most  valuable 
of  all.

Everyone  conversant  • wllh  the 
mineral  story  of  Southern  Vancouver 
Island  la  aware  that  a fairly  wide 
belt  of  slate  and  shale  extends  from 
the  head  of  Saanich  Inlet  westerly 
to  Port  Renfrew.  Familiar  with  the 
story,  they  know  that  gold  has  been 
found  at  and  near  Coldstream  on 
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Rivers,  the  diggings  of  the  Leech 
particularly  attracting  quite  a rush 
at  one  time  when  a considerable 
amount  of  gold  was  recovered. 

Just  how  gold  originates  no  one 
knows.  At  least  the  fact  has  never 
• been  made  public  If  known.  There 
is  alluvial  gold  and  vein  gold.  And 
truly  It's  where  you  find  It.  But  ( 
prospectors  wouldn't  exypet  10  find 
| It  everywhere,  hence,  they  seek  it  in 
j logical  places  associated  with  other 
metals,  certain  rock  structures  and 
gravel  deposits  Because  gold  has 
been  found  In  a number  of  places 
between  Coldstream  and  Port  Ren- 
frew there  Is  some  reason  to  assume 
j that  finds  of  economic  importance  ! 
could  be  discovered  at  some  time  or  I 
other  along  tills  bolt  of  processed  '

Vancouver  Island  Ls  a hard  propo- 
‘ sltton  to  prospect  because  of  Its 
1 cover  of  vegetation  and  forest  debris.  1 
It  is  onty  where  the  streams  cut 
1 the  land  that  even  a restricted  geo- 
logical picture  Is  presented.  Fine 
gold  can  be  panned  from  the  grnv- 
;els  of  most  creeks  cutting  the  Van- 
| couver  Island  hills  and  entering  the 
Strait  of  Juan  d£  Fuca  between, 
Hooke  ^nd  Port  Renfrew.  An  In-  i 
dividual  who  should  be  familiar 
with  all  this  arrn,  Mr  R S.  Gallop, 
who  resides  at  Jordan  River.  Is
